Amendinents and more amendments to the ship subsidy bil 


are piling up so fast that an adding machine is necessary to 
keep track of them. Some of them, if adopted, will mean the 
destnictio nof American shipping or'the destruction of Presi 
dent Harding's attempt to secure the passage of the bill. The 
late one, which provides that no vessel shall be allowed the 
"per mileage' subsidy upon which liquors are stored or trans- 
ported, is the final thrust of the-knife into our shipping hopes 


There is a rule—very strictly enforced—that no vessel can 


clear from a I3riiish port unless it has sufficient liquor on board 
for the medical necessity of the trip. The rule is explicit and 
well understood. 
If the amendment offered to the bill as out- 


lined above is passed and strictly enforced, our trade relations 
—as far as American vessels are concerned—is ended with 
British ports. 


British propaganda has been at work in this country to 


create public sentiment in favor of a ship subsidy bill in which 
such a rider can be carried. It is subtle1 influence that has been 
at work to destroy our merchant marine for a long lime. Ft is 
the same influence that has'been at work in other directions in 
our country and an influence that must be squelched. 


What the congress of the United States will do with the 


ship subsidy bill is a question at this hour. On the eve of a 
vote of (he measure, we arc face to face with a condition that 
js rather common in our legislative body now.
